privilege in the family of nations. 

The United States cannot refuse 
this role of champion without put- 
ting the stigma of rejection upon 
the great and devoted men who 
brought its Government into exist- 
ence and established it in the face 
of almost universal opposition and 
intrigue. Even in the face of wan- 
ton foree, as, for example, against 
the orders in council of Great Brit- 
ain and the arbitrary Napoleonic 
decrees which involved us in what 
we know as the War of 1812. I 
urge you to consider that the dis- 
play of an immediate disposition 
on the part of Congress to remedy 
any injustices or evils that may 
have shown themselves in our own 
national life will afford the mos* 
effectual offset to the forces of 
chaos and tyranny which are plat- 
ing So disastrous a part in the for- 
tunes of the free peoples of nore 
than one part of the world. The 
United States -is_of necessity the 
sample democracy of the world. 
and the triumph of democracy de- 
pends ypon its success. 


Recommendations for Legislation. 


“Recovery from the disturbing 
and sometimes disastrous effects 
of the late war has been exceed- 
ingly slow on the other side of the 
Water and has given promise, I! 
venture to say, of early completion 
only in our own fortunate coun- 
try; but even with us the recovery 
halts and is impeded at times, and 
there are immediately serviceable 


acts of legislation which it seems | 


to me we ought to attempt, 
sist that recovery and prove the 
indestructible recuperative force 
of a great Government of the peo- 
ple. 

One of these is*to prove that a 
great democracy can keep house as 
successfully and in as business- 
like a fashion 4s any other govern- 
ment. It seems to mé that the 
first step toward proving this is to 
supply ourselves with a systematic 
method of handling our estimates 
and expenditures and bring them 
to the point where they will not be 
an unnecessary strain upon our in- 
come or necessitate unreasonable 
laxation—in other words, a work- 
able budget system—and I respect- 
fully suggest that two elements are 
essential to such a system, namely, 
not only that the proposal of ap- 
propriations should be in the hands 
of a single body, such as a single 
appropriations cummittee In each 
house of the Congress, but also 
that this body should be brought 
into such co-operation with. the 
departments of the Government 
and with the Treasury of the Unit- 
ed States as would enable it to 
act upon a complete conspectus of 
the needs of the Government and 
the resources from which it must 
draw its ineome. I reluctantly ve- 
toed the budget bill passed by the 
last session of the Congress be- 
eause of a constitutional objection. 


Urges a Budget Bill. 

The House of Representatives 
subsequently modified the bill in 
order to meet. this objection. In 
the revised form I believe that the 
bil, coupled with action already 
taken by the Congress to revise its 
rules and procedure, furnishes the 
foundations for an effective na- 
tional. budget system. I earnestly 
hope, therefore, that one of the 
first steps taken bythe present 
session of the Congress will be to 
pass the budget bill. 

“The nation’s finances have 
shown marked improvement dur- 
ing the past year. The total ordi- 
nary receipts of $6,694,000,000 for 
the fiscal year 1920 exceeded 
those. for 1919 by $1;542,000,000, 
while the total*net ordinary ex- 
penditures decreased «from $18,- 
514,000,000 to $6,403,000,000, The

Cessation of Rorrowtrix. 


“The cessation of the Govern- 
ment’s borrowing except through 
short-term certificates of indebt- 
edness has been a matter of great 
consequence to the people of the 
country at large, as well as to the 
holders of Liberty Bonds and Vic- 
tory notes, and has had an impor- 
tant béaring on the matter of ef- 
fective credit control. The year 
has been characterized by the pro- 
gressive withdrawal of the Treas- 
ury from the domestic credit mar- 
ket and from a position of domi- 
nant influence in that market. The 
future course will necessarily de- 
pend upon the extent to which 
econonmNes are practiced and upon | 
the burdens placed upon the 
Treasury, as well as upon industrial 
developments and the maintenance 
of tax receipts at-a sufficiently 
high level. 

“The fundamental fact which 
at present dominates the Govern- | 
ment’s financial situation is that | 
$7,500,000,000 of its war indebted- 
ness mature within the next two 
and a half years. Of this amount, 
$2.500,000,000 are floating debt 
and $5,000,000,000 Victory notes 
and war savings certificates. The 
fiscal program of the Government 
must be determined with refer- 
ence to these maturities. Sound 
policy demands that the Govern- | 
ment expenditures be reduced to 
the lowest amount which will per- 
mit the various services to operate 
efficiently and that Government | 
receipts from taxes and salvage 
be maintained sufficiently high to | 
provide current requirements, in- 
cluding interest and sinking fund 
charges on the public debt, and 
at the same time retire the float- 
ing debt and part of the Victory 
Loan before maturity. With rigid 
economy, vigorous salvage opera- 
tions and adequate reverues from 
taxation, a surplus of current re- 
ceipts over current expenditures 
can be realized and should be ap-. 
plied to the floating debt. All 
branches of the Government 
should co-operate to see that this 
program is degree | 

Necessity of Eqonomy. 

“Il eannot overemphasize the 
necessity of. economy in Govern- 
ment appropriations and expendi- 
tures and the avoidance by the 
Congress af practices which take 
money from the treasury by in- 
definite or revolving fund appro- 
priations. The estimates for the 
present year show that over a bil- 
lion dollars of expenditures were 
authorized by the last Congress in 
addition to the amounts shown in 
the usual compiled statements of 
appropriations. 

“This strikingly illustrates the 
importance of making direct and 
specific appropriations. The rela- 
tions between the current receipts 
and current expenditures of the 
Government during the present 
fiscal year, as well as during the 
last half of the last fiscal year, 
has been‘ disturbed by the extraor- 
dinary burdens thrown upon the 
Treasury by “the transportation 
act, in connection with the return 
of the railroads to private control. 
Over. $600,000,000 has already 
been paid to the railroads under 
this act——$350,000,000 during the 
present fiscal year—and it is esti- 
mated that further payments ag- 
gregating possibly $650,000,000 
must still be made to the raijJroads 
during the current year. It is ob- 
vious that these large payments 
have already seriously limited the 
Government's progress in retiring 
the floating debt. 

“Closely connected with this; ft 
seems to me, is the necessity for 
an immediate consideration of the 
‘revision of our tax laws. 

Simplification of the income 
and profits taxes has become an 
immediate necessity. These taxes 
performed an, indispensable serv- 
ice during the war. The need oe 
their simplification, however, 
very great, in order to save ies 
taxpayer inconvenience and  ex- 
pense and in order to make his 
liability more certain and definite. 
Other and. more detailed recom- 
mendations with regard to. taxes 
will no doubt ad laid before you

‘The time has 
come when a more complete pro- 
gram can be formulated and more 
satisfactorily administered for 
their treatment and training, and 
[ earnestly urge that the Congress 
give the matter its early consider- 
ation. 

“The Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Board for Vocational 
Education will outline in their an- 
nual reports proposals coveripg 
medical care and rehabilitation 
which I am sure will engage your 
earnest study and command your 
most gonerous support. 


Renews Recommendations. 


“Permit me to emphasize once 
more the need for action upon 
certain matters upon which I 
dwelt at some jength in my mes- 
sage to the second session of the 
Sixty-sixth Congress: The neces- 
sity, for example, of encouraging 
the manufacture of dyestuffs and 
related chemicals; the importance 
of doing everything possible’ to 
promote agricultural production. 
along economic lines, to improve 
agricultural marketing and to 
make rural life more attractive 
and healthful; the need for a law 
regulating cold. storage in such a 
way as to limit the time during 
which goods may be kept in stor- 
age, prescribing the method of 
disposing of them if kept beyond 
the permitted period, and requir- 
ing goods released from storage in 
all cases to bear the date of their 
receipt. 

“It would also be most service- | 
abje if it were provided. that all 
goods released from cold storage 
for interstate shipment should | 
have plainly marked upon 
package the price or market at 
which they went into storage,’ in 
order that the purchaser might be 
able to learn what profits stood | 
between him and the producer or 
the wholesale dealer. Indeed, it 
would be very serviceable to the 
public if all goods destined for in-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—An ap- 
peal for greater co-ordination in the 
policies of the Federal Government 
and for “the greatest possible need 
of self-government” runs through a 
long series of recommendations for 
governing the territory of Alaska 
submitted in the annual report of 
Thomas Riggs Jr., the territorial 
Governor, made public today. 


‘Sentimentalists have done and 


are doing more damage to Alaska,” 
Jov. Riggs declares, “than can ever 
be undone unless a broad policy of 
development is undertaken which 
recognizes the rights of invested 
capital and the welfare of the in- 
dividual. Laws should govern in- 
stead of revocable regulations, but 
where there must be regulations, 
such regulations should be promul- 
gated by authority located within

Nevertheless, Great Britain received such 
power in 1914 under the defense of the realm act, and 
the United States adopted a similar measure in the| 
espionage act of 1917. They were strictly war meas-_| 
ures, however. The British are formally at peace, 
yet we see D. O. R. A., as the act is populadly termed, 
continued in force by the Lloyd-George Government. 
Having governed by summary methods during nearly 


appeared to be little relish for the slow and orderly 
processes of peace. The Government, therefore, bold- 
ly asked and obtained the permament incorporation 
of autocratic powers {nto the English legal system. 

In effect, this action of Parliament fs an adoption 
of the customary doctrine of all non-Anglo-Saxon 
legal systems, founded upon the supremacy of om 
Government, that guarantees are not inherent rights 
in the people, but are extended by the Government 
as an act of grace and may therefore be suspended at 
the Government’s pleasure. In a sense the action is| 
a species of treason against Magna Charta and all that 
that great document stands for in the development 
of political liberty; it is a profanation of the temple | 
of liberty which Englishmen themselves have reared | 


nous rulers. 

The British act is almed at those persons “whose 
behavior is such as to give grounds for the suspicion 
that he is acting or is about to act in a manner preju- 
dicial to the public safety or the defense of the 
realm,” which is broad enough not only to strike! 
down persona] liberty, but freedom of speech, of the 
press and the right of assembly as well. The measure 
has in view those subjects whose conduct is thought 
by the Government to savor of treason, and, of course, | 
all bitter critics or opponents of those in power are} 
traitors. It was this same class of persons whom the | 
Norman, Tudor and Stuart Kings sought in vain to | 
jail without trial in past days, because of the refuge 
afforded in the great Anglo-Saxon principles of the 
writ of habeas corpus, in indictment by a grand jury, 
in trial by a petit jury, in confrontation and compul- 
sory process ‘for obtaining witnesses. What was de- 
uied: them as fatal to liberty is now freely given to 
the Government of today. And not the least impli- 
cation is that, after all, the hated methods of the 
Prussian system are worthy of trial as a substitute 
for the tested principles of the English. 

It is not amiss to recall that the Government of the 
United States is still clothed with a dangerous’ body 
of arbitrary powers by reason of the technical state of 
war. These must be taken from the Government at 
the earliest possible moment. England may throw 
down the torch, but it fs the sacred mission of Amer-

WILD LIFE PROTECTION. 


The sentiment in regard to wild life protec- 
tion has changed entirely in the past few years 
untii now. they demand that an officer Be on 
the job all the time. Farmers and business men 
as well are taking’ an active interest in the. 
work in all sections and in the establishing of 
state parks and large’ game refuges in the 
rocky barrens and. wildernesses which is the 
only salvation for the moose and some of our | 
game birds.” . 

The very worst menace to all forms of wild 
life and fish is the alien from some of the 
Southern countries of Europe, <At once: on 
coming here he buys a cheap. gun and with 
dozens of his kind he drives the woods like a 
wolf pack slaughtering everything: before him 
«nd it is all game to him. Every foreign con- 
struction crew, boarding shack and mining 
camp has a full complement of death-dealing 
weapons. Very few realize the awful destruc- 
tion to wild life caused by this destroyer. He 
has no scruples, knows nor obeys no laws, only 
sq far as he is forced to and everything he 
sees is game to him. 

I have caught him with dozens of robina, 
finches, golden flickers; grosbeaks, crossbills, 
etc., in his pack, times without number. Have 
arrested him with both the slaughtered doe 
and her suckling fawn in May and have caught 
him killing deer with rifle and snares for the 
hides for tanning and for feed for his cur 
hounds; have caught him dynamiting our trout 
streams and lakes, killing thousands of young 
fish; have caught him taking the hinds of cow 
moose, leaving the fronts to rot in midsummer 
and have found ¢rows, partridge, hawks and 
robins all in a common stew in his boarding 
camp and have even convicted him of feeding 
fish and game to hogs. . The alien gun law 
should be passed at the coming session of the 
Legislature and the penalties attached cannot 
be too severe, 

Let us all pull together for stricter laws and 
better law enforcement, for education in our 
schools and of the public through the press of 
the great good done by our wild birds and the 
value of our fish and -wild life as a food and an 
asset to the state, and a great many of the wild
